Station Planned 
For Woodville 


Establishing of & rutal fiail 
station in. Woodville seemed as- 
sured this week through a com- 
munication received by Porter- 
ville Postmaster Chester Dunning 
from Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral V. ©. Burke, in which it 
was stated that “it is believed 
that the establishing of a rural 
station at Woodville is warran- 
ted.” 

The letter came as a verifica- 
tion of a postal department re- 
commendation that such a station 
be established to operate out of 
the Portéfville postoffice follow- 
ing an investigation of the Wood- 
ville maii situation by Mr. Dun- 
ning and a postal inspector sever- 
al weeks ago. Action on the mat- 
ter was originally started by the | 
Woodville and Porterville cham- | 
bers of commerce. 

Bids will now be called by Mr. 
Dunning fof eperation of the 
Woodville rtiral Station, all bids 
to be forwarded to the office of 
the postmaster general, with Mr.

Adjustable Boom 

The spray outfit running on 
three wheels, is powered by a 13- 
horse motor. A smaller motor 
handles pressure for spray out- 
put. As built up at present, seven 
rows of cotton can be covered. 

Experimentation 

The machine was first design- 
ed for use in detasseling corn in 
the middie west.and later adapted 
dg a row-crop sprayer. The Dow 
chemical company is now using 
ts in extensive tests of materials 
fot pest contro! and cotton defoli- 
atidn, and the state of California 
has experimented with the rig tor 
the past year; the state outfit 
now being in use at the Cotton 
Experiment station, Shafter.

well as it apparently should; it 
will fill a definite need in the 
valley agricultural field.

In Old Days. 


There was a m4 in the “good 
old days,” when the valley area of 
Tulare county that is now under 
cultivation, and the foothill ran- 


ges that are now lined with fen- Tur 


ces, Were “wild and tree,” avail- 
able to the man who wanted land 
and who could hold it, and stock- 
ed with great herds of free-roam- 
ing cattle and horses. 

Range grasses were abundant 
in the mountains and the valley, 
“mustang” cattle that. were as 
fleet as deer and as méan:as to- 
day’s rodeo bulls, stayed fat the 
year ‘round with no supplemental 
feed and much of the early wealth 
of the county came from the live- 
stock industry. 

But with ‘wide-open, common 
ranges, the question of cattle 
ownership natural arose, so, in 
1851, the state legislature passed 
a “rodeo” law which provided that 
periodically all cattle on a man’s 
range were rounded up, branded 
animals were cut out, and un- 
brarided calyes not with branded 
mothers, and ufibranded yearlings 
became the property of the mah 
holding the rodeo by the simple 
expedient of putting hig brand on 
them. Expense of the rodéo was 
paid by the man on whose pro-
